Scientific Training 





Dear Editor: 


Reading the Editor’s comments 
and those of ‘‘The Colonel” concer- 
ning preparation of our American 
horses and civilian riders for the 
next Olympics Horse Show gives this 
writer much food for thought. “The 
Colonel” is quite right in his con- 
tention that there should be more 
Horse Shows which contain classes 
for Olympic-type jumping and dres- 
sage—and good trophies should be 
awarded to the winners of such clas- 


ses. However, theré aré only too few 
horses and riders in this country to- 
day which could compete in such 
classes. The primary need right now 
is proper scientific training—for 
both horses and riders, in the prin- 
ciples of Dressage and Olympic type 
jumping. This training must be had 
if we are to compete successfully in 
any large shows, and more partic- 
ularly in the Olympics of 1952. 
Since participation in the next Olym- 
piad will depend entirely upon the 
civilian enthusiasts, it is vital that 
training of horses and riders be ini- 
tiated at once, under the supervis- 
ion of personnel trained in the arts 
of Dressage, jumping, and _ cross- 
country riding. 


An idea of this sort was evolved 
a few years before the recent War 
by a horseman of superior capabil- 
ities in the field of Dressage and 
jumping, a man who understood our 
woeful lack of properly balanced 
horses and trained riders. Realizing 
that the only real center of scientific 
training in this country was in the 
U. S. Army, he wished to form a 
private institution which could be- 
come the civilian center of the same 
scientific training. He copyrighted 
his project and was about to bring 
it to fulfillment when the War inter- 
vened. 


We have in the past relied upon 
the Army for a team capable of par- 
ticipating in the Olympic and Inter- 
national Horse Shows. Since the 
Cavalry School of pre-War days is 
no longer, and there will be no more 
Army teams, a civilian school based 
upon the Ft. Riley system is a prime 
requisite in training the civilian 
riders and horses, upon whom rests 
the honor of continuing participa- 
tion. 


An institution of this sort would 
be put upon a commercial basis for 
best results. It would involve the 
training or correction of privately 
owned horses for those owners who 
do not have their own qualified 
trainers. In addition, it would have 
in training some horses which could 
be purchased, thereby avoiding the 
the risk taken when buying untrain- 
ed or badly trained, albeit well-bred 
animals with superior papers.... 
Riders would be instructed with a 
view toward showing and training 
their horses and instructing other 
riders. Particular emphasis would be 
placed upon Dressage, an art of 
which there is far too little known 
among civilian riders. We have per- 
haps been training our hunters and 
jumpers according to our own meth- 
ods—but the outstanding performer 
is one well-schooled and balanced by 
Dressage training. We may think 
European methods are out-dated, but 
to date, they have brought the best 
results. They have been adopted, and 
adapted, by all trainers of horses 
capable of competing in the large 
shows, and it has been shown that 
horses schooled in Dressage win the 
great majority of the time over those 
not properly balanced. 


This is a challenging idea—but one 
man cannot do the job by himself. 
He would need assistance financially, 
and also by means of proper stabling 
and training grounds, plus the en- 
thusiasm and cooperation of all 
those horsemen who appreciate our 
great need for scientific training and 
conditioning. The latter mentioned 
are vitally important if we are ever 
ever again to make a favorable show- 
ing in the Olympic and International 
Horse Shows. If sufficient interest 
can be aroused among those who can 
assist such an enterprise, the U. S. 
civilian team would have an excel- 
lent chance of competing favorably 
in the next Olympics, and the stand- 
ards of our own shows would be 
vastly improved. 


The writer would be delighted to 
receive and respond to any corres- 
pondence concerning this project 
from anyone willing to sponsor such 
an idea and give the necessary as- 
sistance, The author of the project 
can be contacted through the writer, 
and activities should be started as 
soon as possible, as four years is 
none too long a time for proper 
training of prospective Olympic 
horses and their riders. ,

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Secondary Dreseage 


Dear Sir, 


Someone of greater authority than 
I should write this letter but in case 
no one does, let me say that I doubt 
if any competent dressage man would 
suggest that such advanced work as 
the piaffer, the passage or the gal- 
lop in place was a necessary or de- 
sirable part of the training of a 
hunter or jumper. It is possible to 
make an animal which is both an 
advanced dressage horse and a field 
horse; that good horse, Peterski, is 
an example. But it is seldom done 
and the most ardent dressage enthus- 
iast would hardly recommend it as 
a general practice. : 

It is the secondary dressage which 
is suitable for our field horses, and 
there is nothing mysterious about it. 
The movements are simple enough 
and the aids are only those which 
you should know anyway if you have 
any idea of training or even of con- 
trolled riding. What counts is how 
you do it. Circles? Yes, of course; 
but maintain the same pace through- 
out the circle, and use your outside 
leg to keep the haunches from fly- 
ing out, and to flex the spinal col- 
umn. Figure eights? Yes, but 
make them accurate. Be sure that 
the horse changes behind as well 
as in front, and, only when you give 
the aids. Don’t throw your weight 
about, or lean overboard to see if the 
change has been properly made. If 
you are going to halt, make it an 
exercise in obedience and flexibility 
by stopping at a given spot, (no 
extra steps allowed) closing your 
legs so that the horse is on all four 
feet, in balance to move again in 
any direction you choose. 

If you want a really challenging 
exercise, try to rein your horse back 
a given number of steps and then 
go promptly forward in a chosen 
gait. Try the walk first. Then try 
the trot with no walking steps. 
Finally the gallop on a given lead. 
To do this smoothly, promptly, with- 
out shuffling or excitement, your 
horse will have to be light and in 
balance, and you will have to know 
your aids and apply them tactfully. 
You will have gone quite far in 
dressage and you will enjoy it and 
like the results, and find them use- 
ful too. These are only a few ex- 
amples. 

Perhaps I over-simplify. But as 
an amateur I want to suggest that 
there is nothing European or foreign 
in all this, unless it be un-American 
to take pains. Remember what you 
are trying to make: a horse which 
is. obedient, responsive, able to do 
whatever you ask of him with a 
minimum of effort on your part and 
on his. Work always with that end 
in view. 

Let me add that the most com 
mon misapprehension about dress- 
age is the idea that it limits a horse’s 
ability to extend. Extension must 
be emphasized in training as much 
as collection. The ability to pass 
from one to the other easily end 
without excitement is one of the 
most characteristic as well as de- 
lightful and useful marks of the 
well-trained or dressaged-horse.

Golden Chance Brings Spectators To Feet 


In Tough Competition Against Older Horses 
To Win Championship $2,000 Open Stake

International military teams from 
Canada, France and Mexico, the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
and the best hunters and jumpers 
in America spelled success for the 
Pennsylvania National Horse Show 
at Harrisburg, Monday to Saturday, 
October 18 to 23. ' 

A pageant of color, action, drama 
and excitement started with 23 
horses going clean in the warm up 
class and ended at two o’clock Sun- 
day morning when a cold blooded, 
buckskin filly walked out of the 
ring with one of the hardest won 
blues of the season. 

The little mare competing with 
35 top open horses won the fabul- 
ous $2,000 open jumper stake which 
started at one o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing. Half of the original 8,000 spec- 
tators remained as the efficient 


jump crew set up one of the tough- 
est open courses we have ever seen. 

Great horses had their rounds and 
failed. Sun Beau, last year’s cham- 
pion, Prince Tex, Up and Going, 
Velvet Lassie, Cannabis, which was

on top for championship points at 
stake time, and many others were 
found wanting. The winner, Paul 
Fout’s Golden Chance, had the first 
clean round. Into the ring she came 
at her flat-footed, plow furrow walk, 
moving her head from side to side 
and paying attention to everything 
but the business on hand, she broke 
into her rolling effortless canter 
and then went clean without one 
ounce of wasted motion or excite- 
ment. 

Mickey Walsh surprised everyone 
including himself with the second 
clean round on Seven Star Stable’s 
hot Spanish Star. Ted Baldwin, 
breeder of the champion hunter, 
Brandywine, and father of Brandy’s 
owner-rider, Betty Jane, had a bet 
with your correspondent that there 
would not be three horses clean in 
the class. Every other horse had 
gone but when Pat Dixon and H. E. 
Millard’s All Afire came into the 
ring Mr. Baldwin paid up. Everyone 
knew that they were set to have a 
clean round. Patty knew it had to 
be clean for him to win the jumper 
championship. He had to place third 
or above in the stake and so with 
two horses clean there was only one 
way to go—faultless. And he did. 

Then came the jump off; the ob- 
stacles were raised, two of them to 
the 5’-0” mark. Mickey Walsh and 
Spanish Star negotiated the course 
with only 5 1-2 faults which was a 
low score for the course. Patty Dixon 
and All Afire had 7 1-2 faults. And 
then in trudged Golden Chance; 
Golden Chance. that is, as far as the 
catalogue was concerned, but to Mr. 
Fout, all the boys from the stables 


and half of the audience it was just 
‘“Mommy”.- 

The first fence was a 4’-6’’ white 
pole on the take off side of a hedge 
jump; Mommy bounced over it, then 
the Italian gate, to the other side 
over the 3’-0” and 4’-0”’ poles, 4’-0” 
apart where the crowd gasped as 
the filly stood too far back and took 
the high pole down behind. She 
went undaunted over the 5’-0” sin- 
gle pole, two strides and over the 
bull’s eye painted chicken coop with 
the 4’-9”" white pole on top, sharp 
turn and over the barrels and pole, 
the Italian gate in the opposite dir- 
ection, the hedge and pole, here:-a 
front-rub, then the chicken coop 
backwards, just 24-feet and there 
was the 5’-0” single pole. Mommy 
climbed up in the air and over and 
as she landed Mr. Fout shook his 
head and smiled; they were almost 
home. Down to the double pole she 
went with the 4’-1’’ on the take off 
side this way around; she saw them 
both, stood way back, drew her 
hocks up under her and never got

close, turned and ambled down over 
the measly 4’-0” wall and brought 
the house (and the stables) down as 
she plodded nonchalantly out of the 
ring. And Mommy is only a 3-year- 
old. : 

There was an unofficial champion- 
ship won at Harrisburg, the Profes- 
sional Horsemen’s Association open 
jumper championship. Trader Bed- 
ford, owned by Arthur Nardin of 
New York City, and Sterling Smith’s 
Sun Beau have been racing nip and 
tuck for the challenge trophy for 
the last month. The Harrisburg class 
gave the winner 20 points toward 
the national total. Trader Bedford 
placed ist and Sun Beau was 3rd. 
The Trader has enough points now 
so that even if he places out of the 
ribbons at the National (the only 
class left this year) and Sun Beau 
wins that class, the former will still 
win the award. - 

Cannabis was the only open horse 
that won two classes in the division. 
On Thursday afternoon he was one 
of four horses who went clean in 
The Pen. Under the able piloting of 
his owner, Dr. Jay Stauffer, he was 
the only horse in the jump off that 
cleared the 5’-0” single pole. He 
came right back in the tough in and 
out stake that night and had anoth- 
er and the only clean round in the 
class. By virtue of these two wins 
and places in several other classes 
he was reserve champion to Al! 
Afire. And Cannabis is. a 23-year-old. 

All Afire had to defeat 40 horses 
and jump off three times to win his 
first and only blue in the open divi- 
sion, but he placed in many other

Yankee Doodle and Last Chance Earn 
Major Hunter and Jumper Awards For 
Owners Busch and Jayne and Owen

The American Royal Horse Show, 
celebrated its Golden Anniversary 
October 16-23, with an entry of 752 
horses, (representing stables from 
all over the country) and overflow- 
ing crowds of enthusiastc spectators 
averaging 15,000 per day. 

The Mid-West Hunter and Jum- 
per Association, Inc. was asked to 
assist the American Royal’ in mak- 
ing up the hunter and jumper classes 
and courses and the association was 
instrumental in adding two hunter 
classes to the number offered in ’47, 
together with suggesting two ama- 
teur stake classes and the adoption 
of a point system for championships. 

Yankee Doodle, owned by August 
A. Busch, Jr. of St. Louis, gave con- 
sistently brilliant performances 
throughout the entire week to annex 
the hunter championship tri-color 
(with 24 points) and the M-W 
H. J. A., Ine. silver tray.. Yankee 
Doodle is a snow-white 16.2 hands 
aged gelding in top condition which 
is never bothered by an intricate 
course or a change of rider. This 
highest money winner was ridden by 
Mr. Busch’s nephew Jim Orthwein, 
Mrs. Dana Durand, Carl Schilling 
and by Mr. Busch himself. 

Reserve championship award went 
to another Busch entry, Her Time, 
the beautiful 16.2 hands 6-year-old 
bay mare, with a total of 16 poin‘s.

another St. Louis entry, was ridden, 
to a clean go by Mrs. Dana Durand 
te emerge ‘the victor in the hunter 
stake event, in which Yankee Doodle 
placed 2nd. Sylvan took 2nd honors 
to the R. C. Firestone’s Atakapa in 
model hunter, also placing 2nd in 
lightweight hunter., to Mountain 
Breeze. Mountain Breeze, a 7-year- 
old. 16.% hands bay gelding of the 
Jayne and Owen Stables, turned in 
another excellent round in the corin- 
thian to take the blue and the Miss- 
ion Valley Hunt Club Challenge Tro- 
phy home to La Grange, Il. 

Last Chance topped the jumper 
division with steadily good rounds 
and outstanding rides by Billy Owen. 
This 16.2 hand bay mare is only 4- 
years-old, is owned by the Jayne 
and Owen Stables and certainly has 
not seen her last chance the way 
she can bounce. Her total points 
were 21 to be pinned jumper champ- 
100. 

Lady, a 15.2 hands 5-year-old bay 
mare, owned and shown by Bob 
Fraser of Billings, Montana, captured 


the jumper stake with the lowest 
number of faults on the jump off 


Boomer Stables, Lincoln, Nebras- 
ka, may be just another stable listed 
among the winners in the summar- 
ies, but the Boomer boys are far 
from just another pair of riders. 
John and Jom Boomer are the sons 
of Lowell Boomer, brother to Ralph 
Boomer, the very capable announcer 
whose voice was heard by all at the 
American Royal. For the entire 
show, John rode Sonny Boy, a 15 
hand aged bay gelding and Jim rode 
Nebraska Hayseed, a 15 hand aged 
dapple-grey gelding. Nebraska Hay- 
seed won the Wesley Clair Mitchell 
trophy for reserve champion jumper 
with 15 points to his credit for tak- 
ing 1st in open jumper, 2nd in ama- 
teur jumper stake and 3rd in scurry. 
Close behind Nebraska Hayseed were 
Bob Fraser’s Lady with 14 points 
and John Boomer’s Sonny Boy with 
13 points. 

It would not be at all fair to ne- 
glect mentioning the excellent ride 
given F. J. Anderson’s Over Again 
by Jackie Roberts (Maurice Robert’s 
nephew) who deserved the blue rib- 
bon he won in the amateur jumper 
stake. I have seen Over Again win 
many awards but never with such 
perfection and precision as in this 
class. Praise should also be given 
Mr. Marazana, owner of Ten Pin 
Farm, Palos, Ill., for his good sports- 
manship and his enthusiasm shown 
in riding his Lord Hamilton, Lord 
Chesterfield, Lucky Number, Big

Arlington Farms Fall Horse Show 





Congo Put In Top Performance To Earn 
Working Honors In New Hunter Show 
At Libertyville For Wallace Denee

The Arlington Farms Polo field 
out.at the Len Bernard’s, in Liberty- 
ville, Illinois, presented a perfect 
setting for an excellent new hunter 
show, that was held for the first 
time on Saturday and Sunday, Octo- 
ber 9 and 10. 

A great deal of credit goes to that 
hard riding polo player, Del Carroll 
and his very hard riding wife, Peggy, 
for peing the instigators of this swell 
new show, with it’s exceptionally 
good prize list. With the help and 
cooperation of Mr. and Mrs. Dwight 
Dean and Mrs. Benjamin Carpenter 
and the rest of their committee, they 
really put this show over with a 
bang. 

With D. BE. Shawl managing the 
mike in his usual good fashion, be it 
horse shows or polo, the show really 
rolled right along. The weather was 
not conductive to good spectator 
fun, as a raw wind blew blithely, 
however, the grandstand afforded 
good protection and a perfect view 
of the ring and the entire outside 
course. 

There were none of those suspend- 
ed moments when some unsuspect- 
ing soul strolls nonchalantly across 
the path of a jump, as_ horse and 
rider come steaming into it. Every- 
one was too comfortably ensconced 
in the stand, with a full view of all 
activity and no necessity for moving 
out onto the course. From both ex- 
hibitors and spectators standpoints, 
there was really nothing lacking, ex- 
cept, perhaps, warmer weather and 
more daylight for the conformation 
hunter stake. 

Illinois’ early autumn darkness 
overtook the show, about five thirty, 
and the conformation hunter stake 
people disappeared out of the ring, 
over the outside course in a most 
eerie manner, headless horsemen 
style. If it were a black horse with, 
say, one white stocking and a dark 
coated rider, all one saw was the one 
white stocking and a pair of pants 
doing amazing things, aione and 
unaided, in the distance. 

However, judges Jack Prestage 
and Jack Spratt allowed as how their 
wagon stand afforded ample oppor- 
tunity to catch the mistakes, and 
the well known, good moving, nice 
jumping Bill Star, now showing un- 
der the name of Mrs. A. C. Thomp- 
son, (Of Rollo Reed and Master 
-Johnny fame), and under the able 
guidance of the veteran Eddie Bruns, 
put in a peautiful performance, to 
garner the stake. He was closely 
pressed by Jayne and Owen’s good 
looking chestnut, Magic Luck, with 
Bill Owen doing his usual good job 
in the saddle. 

Baby Hoops, a fine, big, brown 
gelding, owned and ridden by Mr. A. 
Shinkle, of the Trails End Stables 
near St. Louis, Mo., won the ladies’ 
conformation, and placed consistent- 
ly second in the middle-heavy, the 
qualified and the corinthian, to gar- 
ner enough points to cinch the con- 
formation hunter championship, 
over Bill Star, by a narrow margin. 
“Bill”, having put the blues in the 
open conformation and the stake, 
securely in his pocket, pointed him- 
self into reserve. 

A grand big horse came into his 
own in the working division. Every- 
one was delighted to see big, black 
Congo, owned by Dr. Wallace J. 
Dennee, of Milwaukee, Wis. and very 
well ridden by Del Carroll, put in a 
faultless performance.in the working 
‘hunter stake to win and to tie him 
for the working hunter champion- 
ship, with Trails End Stables’ very 
consistent bay Rapidan, the horse 
with the ‘whisk broom tail’. As Rapi- 
dan would set sail over the outside 
course, that old tail (looking suspi- 
ciously like it had been pastured 
with hungry calves during the sum- 
mer) would go straight up into the 
air, like a mighty proud hound, and 
there it would stay, without even a 
Wiggle, over every single fence and 
in every stride, until the job was 
done. 

Due to the darkness and two very 
long, hard days, Dr. Dennee and Mr. 
Shinkle agreed to flip a coin, rather 
than werk the two horses, again, so 
Rapidan emerged champion over 


Congo, in the working division. 

Here we might add that ‘greme- 
lins’ were hard at work, throughout 
the show, shovin’ horses’ under, 
through, around and on top. of 
jumps, trippin’ them here and throw- 
in’ them there. Before the two days 
were up there wern’t many jocks left 
that were not goin’ gimpy one way 
or t’other. A ‘“‘FALL” jinx seems to 
have hit the [llinois show and hunt- 
ing outfits. Anybody wanting to buy 
a pack of full blooded gremelins, 
please apply, out our way. Maybe 
the frost will ‘‘ketch ’em’’, 

The open jumping division saw a 
chunky pinto gelding, by the name 
of Mike,.with Mrs. George Jayne 
aboard, sneak in and remove the 
jumper stake right out from under 
the noses of the eventual champion 
and reserve as well as everybody 
else. Mr. Chips, a flashy black work- 
ing hunter type horse, with white 
stockings, was thoroughly consistent 
throughout the show, under and for 
Max Bonham of Carmel, Indiana, to 
win the limit, the Saturday knock- 
down and out and the touch and out, 
with several added ribbons, to com- 
pile enough points for open jumper 
championship, over Miss Leona Mit- 
chell’s good jumping chestnut mare, 
Bonnie Barbie. Bonnie first in the 
open over special course and second 
in the stake, put her in reserve. 

The Polo Pony Division was good, 
but light, due to some of the entries 
being in New York for tournament 
play. The champion was Del Carroll’s 
nice little, fast moving Sparrow 
Hawk, well named and a good, busy 
little bee. Bob Walter, of Milwaukee, 
had the reserve with his young, 
chestnut mare Reno, another two 
that get the job done right. 

Last, but not least, the children’s 
division, light, again, but this due 
to being late in the season and many 
away in school. However, there was 
no question about the eventual 
young champion rider. Blonde Miss 
Lolly Van Brunt came down from 
Milwaukee, with colors flying and 
annexed the open horsemanship 14 
to 18, the horsemanship over fences, 
14 to 18, the A. S. P. C. A., which 
sends her on to the Garden with our 
blessings, and the A. H. S. A. medal 
class, thus emerging the triumphant 
and rightful champion.

Kathlean N Champion 
Of Hunter Division . 
At Cleveland Show

When the huge lights clustered 
under the sloping roof of the 107th 
Cavalry Armory dimmed and then 
flickered out Sunday night, Oct. 10, 
the darkness filtered .over an area 
that had graced one of the finest 
horse shows in Cleveland’s (Ohio) 
history. 

More than 200 horses from a 7- 
state area gathered for the 3-day 
competition beginning Oct. 8 in a 
city already frenzied with a World’s 
Championship Ball Club, a nationally 
famous football team and a well 
publicized Ice Revue. 

The local winning touch was fur- 
thered in the horse show end of sport 
by the brilliant performances of 
Kathlean- N. whose amazing consis- 
tency in class after class stamped her 
unmistakably as the hunter cham- 
pion of the show and probably one 
of the greatest working hunter mares 
in America. 

Brambles, the handsome chestnut 
from Holland, Mich. took hunter re- 
serve honors after some excellent 
rounds under the capable guidance 
of Mrs. W. R. Fitzgerald. 

Unfortunately, hunter entries were 
woefully light for this area though 
the light fields seemed to make up 
this deficiency with exceptionally 
good performances. 

The hunter events were further 
distinguished by the participation 
of Courtney Burton, M. F. H. of the 
Chagrin Valley Hunt. It’s quite an 
event these days to have an M. F. H. 
enjoy a round over a closed course 
with show ring regulars: Mr. Bur- 
ton’s giant gray gelding, Silver 
Crest, went at his fences like the 
good true field horse he is and took 
the measure of more than one -horse 
trained exclusively for the show ring. 

The jumper ranks continue to 
grow with the passing years and fully 
25 seasoned campaigners fought for 
decisions over the high bars in the 
3-day competition. Velvet Lassie 
from the Bonham Stables of Indiana- 
polis emerged champion jumper of 
the show over courses more intricate 
and trickier than anything seen this 
side of Madison Square Garden. 
Other good contenders in the open 
ranks were Black Cloud, from Roch- 
ester, N. Y., Bold Venture from Chi- 
eagoland and Birdwood Hazard from 
Erie, Pa. 

A bit of a mixup occurred during 
the touch and out class Sunday night 
when Golden Boy from Erie, Pa., 
and ridden by Ed Migdol fell at the 
last fence: Judge Hodgson under- 
standably was more than puzzled 
when Golden Boy appeared for the 
jump-off with 3 other horses tied 
for 1st. The jumper judge reversed 
his decision and let Golden Highball 
jump off after his attention was call- 
ed to the conditions of the class 
which inaccurately stated that a re- 
fusal or fali of horse or rider would 
be scored as a touch. The golden 
horse from Erie was finally pinned 
4th to Birdwood Hazard, Hi-Lander 
and Bold Venture. 

As in past years, the classes for 
juniors were well filled. Diana 
Rauschkolb of Cleveland broke a tie 
on points with Karen Klump of 
Shaker Heights, Ohio, to win the 
junior championship with her well- 
mannered mare Debutante. 

Credit for Cleveland’s first big- 
time show in many years of course 
should go to many of the persons 
who made it possible but particular- 
ly so to O. F. Quartullo, Howard 
Reynolds and Robert Key whose 





work and energy was outstanding.

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Hunting With The Sedgefield In Carolina 





Enthusiasm and Good Club Spirit Mark 
The Activities and Sport of This Club 
Run By Joint-Masters Ayres and Rochelle

The country, over which the 
Sedgefield hunts, lies between 
Greensboro and High Point, N. C. 
It embraces an area of woods and 
fields of about fifteen miles square. 
The two cities are 17 miles apart 
and foxes have been run to the city 
limits. The Municipal Airport, 8 
miles north, and the Millis Farm, 7 
miles south, make up the other two 
boundaries. T. V. Rochelle and 
Nathan M. Ayers are Joint Masters, 
Charles Kearns, hunting secretary 
and George Thomas, huntsman, The 
first three are elected by the mem- 
bers at the annual meeting, and are 
in control of all the hunt’s activi- 
ties. Three groups comprise’ the 
memberships as follows; Sponsors, 
who pay $250, contributing, who pay 
$100 and regulars, who pay $50 
annually in dues. All three classes 
may ride to hounds, if invited to do 
so by the Masters. At present 22 
ladies and 21 gentlemen are authori- 
zed to wear colors. The hunt, organ- 
ized in 1927, was not recognized 
until 1941. 

The first large club gathering is 
always the Farmer’s’ Barbecue, 
which is always held on the Thurs- 
day pefore the middle Saturday in 
October. Five hundred people were 
present this year. On the opening 
day of the active hunting season 
breakfast, to which the entire mem- 
bership is asked to be present,’ fol- 
lows the hunt..This is given by the 
Joint Masters. The Thanksgiving 
Breakfast will be held at the Em- 
bassy Club, as usual, immediately 
after the morning run. The members 
follow a plan which, I believe, tends 
to promote esprit and interest in 
the club. First the High Point mem- 
bers give a “shindig’’ to the Greens- 
boro members and then the host 
“changes ends.’’ The Hunt Ball is 
the climax of the hunt’s season and 
is given in late February or early 
March. The first week in June is 
the date of the three ‘day horse 
show, with a matinee and evening 
performance from Thursday after- 
noon to Saturday night. Classes in- 
clude saddle horses, hunters, jump- 
ers, fine-harness horses, roadsters 
and equitation. $5000 in prizes and 
stakes were given out last year. 

I spent Friday night, October 22, 
at the Inn and was picked up there 
early Saturday morning by Nathan 
Ayers and Colonel Frank Page. The 
Colonel, by the way, is the father of 
Cary Page hunting secretary of the 
Tryon Hounds. We dropped Mr. 
Ayers at the stables and were joined 
by Charles Kearns, who was shaken 
up a bit from a curious fall. While 


jogging over to the hunt his horse 
had stepped into a muck hole, sunk 
down to her belly and, in extricating 
herself, had fallen across him while 
he was lying on a hard road. His. 
arm and ribs were badly bruised but 
he insisted on following the hunt in 
the back of my car. Most of the hunt 
was on Mr. Ayers extensive farm 
and we were within sight or hearing 
of hounds and riders for three hours. 
No fox was run, for the first hour 
and one half, but finally Reynard 
really put on a show. Hounds final- 
ly lost him, after he had run their 
tongues out for over an hour, in an 
enormous saw-dust pile. The Hunts- 
man had 15 1-2 couples of Ameri- 
can Fox Hounds working this morn- 
ing and I saw 6 1-2 couples of the 
fattest and happiest looking pups, 
at the kennels, one could possibly 
ask for, all home-bred. 

The Hunt started it’s season the 
fifteenth of October and began cub- 
bing one month earlier. It was plea- 
sant to see sO many youngsters out 
and I was told that the Bowl, given 
to the Sedgefield Hunt by the Tryon 
Hounds, was a great stimulant for 
their young riders. It seems that, 
after the Tryon Hounds had held 2 
joint meet with this Hunt last year, 
Carter Brown, now Joint-Master at 
the former, was impressed by the 
number of young stars that were 
out. AS a result a bewl was given to 
be awarded to the rider, 18 or under, 
who in the opinion of the officers 
showed the greatest improvement in 
riding and hunting style during the 
vear. Saturday the whipper-in was 
Phillip Sutton, who won the bowl 
last year. His name will he engraved 
on it and he will also receive a re- 
plica to keep. 

Mr. Ayers is breeding two half- 
bred mares with a hunting history, 
to a Thoroughbred stallion and has 
a 2-year-old and a yearling colt 
from them. He believes a Thorough- 
bred will fret himself to the point 
where he becomes an _ unpleasant 
mount to ride, in a country where 
checks are of necessity frequent. 

A brisk, interesting morning was 
ended when I sat down to a Bruns- 
wick Stew and Barbecue luncheon 
with the members that had hunted 
that morning, including a number 
of boys and girls, at a _ roadside 
stand. John Thigpen, secretary of 
the new North Carolina Saddle Horse 
Association was out but I only had 
the chance to wave to him. I wish 
him the best of luck in his new ven- 
ture for he is a fine influence in 
the horse-show game. I was also 
glad to chat with Capt. Victor A.

Hunting The Hunt 
Gives Rare Sport 
To Battle Creek 


The Battle Creek Hunt held its 
first formal meet, a drag, Sunday, 
October 17, an overcast day, with 
enough tang in the air to put horse 
and hounds on their mettle. Frank 
E. Bechmann, led the field, and P. 
T. Cheff hunted hounds in the ab- 
sence of Lewis J. Sarvis, who was 
ill and missed his first formal hunt 
in many a season. 

Hounds were put in at Dyer’s field 
adjoining the Battle Creek Saddle 
and Hunt club grounds. They quick- 
ly found and were away, running 
east through the lane into the “‘back 
forty’ and then south without a 
check until they reached the brook 
in Hoover field. The Field came up, 
out of breath and happy, hounds 
were lifted across the brook and 
picked up the scent to run _ west 
through woods and into Sweet’s 
field. There had been good fencing 
this far, and on reaching Sweet’s 
there was a fast gallop over open 
country to check before crossing the 
road.

Pollard’s -Tandem 
Good Example For 
Would-Be Drivers 


The tandem picture reproduced on 
the cover through the courtesy of 
Captain and Mrs. Ewart Johnston of 
Boyce, Virginia is one of a set of 
three owned by Mrs. Johnston by the 
well known coaching and sporting 
artist James Pollard. With the ex- 
ception of Cooper Henderson, coach- 
ing scenes by Pollard are among the 
best ever done by the 18th century 
painters. These two, Pollard and 
Henderson seemed to have excelled 
in their paintings of the former mode 
of travel’ that was not only an in- 
dispensable means of getting about, 
but was considered a source of great 
sport as well. 

To those who have driven tandem, 
the picture on the cover should be 
a source of amusement and strike a 
responsive chord. With a horse in 
front, unbalanced by a_ teammate 
there is no telling what may befall 
should any untoward incident on the 
road happen to distract the leader. 
In this painting Pollard has seen fit 
to have the leader plunge and rear 
at a barking dog while the owner 
beats a hasty retreat. Often enough 
the whip handling the ribbons may 
find his leader headed back towards 
him while his wheeler attempts to 
proceed on the opposite course. 

To those who have ridden on tan- 
dem rigs, the man departing from 
the rear seat, no doubt has their full 
sympathy and understanding. The 
way to the ground does not seem half 
so terrifying off the high gig as the 
possibility of decamping behind two 
horses while clutching to a swaying 
seat between two high wheels. There 
are various kinds of tandem carts 
but those in general use were known 
as a Cocking cart, in which the game 
fowls were put under the seat, a 
Stanhope gig that is a modified ver- 
sion of the Cocking cart, and a 
Going to Covert cart that had seats 
front and rear and to which a fox- 
hunter attached his hunter under 
saddle as the lead horse, drove him 
to the meet in the cart and had his 
groom drive on back with the 
wheeler while he went hunting.

You may have 
forgotten Galley Slave; she set a 
three-furlong record at Santa Anita 
ten years ago. But the principle of 
breeding the best stallion you have 
to the best mare you can get is still 
sound and the rest of it’s piffle. The 
grinding noise occasioned by Bruce 
Lowe turning over in his grave 
doesn’t, worry this onlooker in the 
least. 

This principle also accounted for 
Better Self, which held on bravely 
to win the Westchester on the Satur- 
day. His dam was Bee Mac, which 
was the best two-year-old filly of 
her year, and maybe the best of the 
division. She tipped over the colts, 
including Boy Knight and By Jim- 
miny, in,the Hopeful of 1943, and 
then -got hurt. Better Self, which 
is by Bimelech, has been one of Max 
Hirsch’s chief hopes ever since he 
joined the stable. At Columbia two 
winters ago, he was invited to dis- 
play his best 2-year-old, and he went 
without any hesitation to the Bime- 


lech—War Admiral colt and backed 


him up against the wall. 


“‘Who does he remind you of?” he 
asked. 


This visitor said Bimelech, which 
wasn’t bad because the colt hadn’t 
been identified at all, but Hirsch 
scored it as a near miss. He was 
thinking of War Admiral, the sire 
of Better Self’s dam, and actually 
he was right, because Better Self 
does resemble War Admiral more 
than his own sire. He isn’t as good, 
but he runs the same way—goes 
to the front and stays there as long 
as he can. In the Paumonok, Yan- 
kee, Discovery, and Westchester this 
year it was long enough. 

Bob Kleberg, who was a visitor 
at Jamaica last week, thinks that 
Assault is improving—he was sterile 
last spring—but if he doesn’t make 
it, Better Self can be put in the 
stud with credentials which are not, 
to be sure, as good as Assault’s, but 
are still good enough. Anyway 
you want to figure, he’s among the 
four or five best colts from the 
crop of 1945. I’d rank him third’ 
to Citation and My Request. 

The highlight of the week, how- 
ever, wasn’t a race. It was Citation’s 
unopposed annexation of the Pim- 
lico Special. For one thing, it was 
the first time I’d ever been able to 
get Ben and Jimmy Jones to tell me 
how they planned to run a horse. 
For another, it was a very finished 
performance, for Citation went over 
the course in what was almost win- 
ning time under a strong pull. He 
went the mile and three sixteenths 
in 1:59 4-5 and almost pulled Eddie 
Arcaro out of the irons. If he’d 
been allowed to run Pimlico would 
have had a new track record.

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Lexington’s Fall Thoroughbred Offermg A Famous Lineage Comes To Virginia 





Glen Tomlinson’s Broodmares From 
Elmendorf Offer Possibility of Complete 
Ready Made Stud For Buyer With The Cash

On November 15 the Breeder’s 
Sales Company of Lexington will 
launch the greatest vendue it has 
ever attempted. On that date and 
for six full days of three sessions 
each, George Swineboard will rap 
the heads of 1,043 Thoroughbreds. 
Most of these will be yearlings with 
a total of 510. The next is the 
brood mare group with 365; then 
there are 106 foals from this year’s 
crop. Stallions are only 18 and the 
remainder of 44 is made up of this 
and that. 

As is the usual state of affairs, 
the pre-sale forecasts are for a lower 
market than before. But, on the 
other hand, a good animal will still 
find plenty of ready cash. It’s the 
class ‘‘C’’ and the class ‘‘D’’ items 
that are likely to have trouble find- 
ing an expensive place to live. But 
Brownie Leach, executive secretary 
of the Breeder’s Sales Agency, re- 
ports that requests for seats at the 
sales as well as catalogue orders 
have been unusually high this year 
so there might be a _ satisfactory 
amount of money spent at the ring 
after all. But, when you stop to 
think of it, mister it takes a lot of 
money to satisfy the owners of over 
a thousand representatives of the 
racing family. 

And there are several large own- 
ers who have substantial lots in the 
sale this Fall. Darby Dan Farm 
has 21; Mrs. Emil Denemark has 
23; Joseph MNitenger has 17; Col. 
Phil T. Chinn, 20; Brown Hotel 
Stables of Louisville, 16; Dr. R. C. 
Jewel of Texas, 28; Palmeadow 
Stock Farm (K. M. and W. P. 
Little), 22; Elmendorf, 14. 

Looking over the fancy pedigrees 
owned by the various participants 
I’m more than interested in the 
group of brood mares offered by 
Glen W. Tomlinson, manager of El- 
mendorf. It looks very much like 
the class of the brood mares is as 
good as the normally high grade of 
yearlings that are offered by the 
same farm every year. 

Mr. Tomlinson has quite a novel 
approach to the matter of selling 
these mares. He suggests that they 
all be purchased by one_ breeder. 
Well, there are fourteen mares and 
they would cost a substantial sum 
of money. And for the money would 
he get a ready-made stud that would 
offer good possibilities? Let’s take 
a look. 

As to ages the mares range from 
three up to fourteen, with one at 
each of the extreme ages; four are 
aged four, and two each stop at 
eight, ten, and eleven; there’s one 


seven and one nine. So the ages 
seem to be all right, especially in 
that the conditions of the sale de- 
mand that the consignor guarantee 
the broodmares to be free of disease 
and sound for breeding purposes. 

Now in the first degree ancestry 
we find, on the top side, five by 
*Sickle, three by Asterus, two by 
Pharos, and one each by Donatello 
II, Pompey, *Heliopolis, and Tour- 
billon. Therefore the grand-sires 
would include Hyperion, *Blenheim 
II. *Teddy, Phalaris, *Sun Briar, 
and *Ksar. Needless to say, the 
bloodlines represented there are 
among the most sought for of the 
world. 

Two of the mares have produced 
stakes winners. Seven have pro- 
duced winners. Five of them too 
young to have produced anything of 
racing age. That would leave only 
two that have not come through 
with a winner. And that’s not a bad 
percentage; if a stable could hold 
an average that high a horse farm 
could be a pleasant as well as a pro- 
fitable pastime. 

Next would be the matter of stal- 
lions to whom the mares were ser- 
viced last Spring. Two are bred 
to Roman; four to Unbreakable; 
one each to Hash, *Princequillo, 
Pavot, Polynesian, Eight Thirty, War 
Jeep, *Heliopolis, and Chance Shot. 
I haven’t looked up the value of 
each of those stud fees, based on 
the prices of last spring, but I 
daresay that fourteen thousand dol- 
lars wouldn’t miss it by too far for 
the combined figure. And equally 
important is the fact that there are 
so many times when some of those 
sires cannot be gotten to at any 
price. Here you have them all wrap- 
ped up in a bundle and given to you. 

So what do you think? If a new- 
comer in the business wanted to 
get off to a flying start would it be 
smart to buy this group of mares 
as is? Think of all the years of 
waiting that would be saved. Next 
spring he’d likely have a dozen good, 
sound foals. Each of those foals 
would lave’ excellent potential, 
either in the sales ring or on the 
track. Consider the average realiz- 
ed during last summer’s sale by the 
sires to whom these mares are bred.

Line of Air Hero Brings With It Famous 
Male Bloodlines of *Blenheim II and 
Blandford Producing Top Class Sires Today

The decision of Crispin Oglebay 
to stand Air Hero during the stud 
season of 1949 at the Inglecress 
Farm, Charlottesville Virginia of 
Dr. J. P. Jones should meet with 
the universal approval of Virginia 
breeders as well as those in the 
neighboring states of Maryland, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 

Air Hero was a high class stake 
winner, a far better racehorse than 
a perusal of his racing record would 
indicate. He is an exceptionally at- 
tractive individual, standing about 
16 hands, weighing in the neighbor- 
hood of 1,050 pounds and possesses 
all of the quality *Blenheim II trans- 
mits to some of his sons, notably 
Pericles and Fervent. 

The success achieved by Ramillies 
in his first stud season lends addi- 
tional interest to this second son of 
*Blenheim II to stand in Virginia. I 
think it can be said without fear of 
contradiction the two brothers *Sir 
Gallahad III and *Bull Dog and 
*Blenheim II and his son *Mahmoud 
have made a deeper impression on 
the racing and bloodstock history of 
this country than any sires import- 
ed in the present century. 

By Blandford—Malva by Charles 
O’Malley, *Blenheim II was a sup- 
erior racehorse as was proved by 
the fact he won the New Hopeful, 
Champagne and Middle Park Stakes 
at two in England and went on to 
win the Derby at Epsom at three. 
His potentialities as a prospective 
sire were enhanced by the fact his 
own sire Blandford was three times 
leading sire in England—in 1934 
his issue amassed the record sum of 
75,706 1-2 pounds sterling. The 
class of Blandford’s stock is attested 
by the fact four of his sons, *Blen- 
heim II, Trigo, Windsor Lad and 
*Bahram won the Derby at Epsom, 
Trigo also won the Irish Derby arfd 
the Doncaster St. Leger, while 
Windsor Lad also won the St. Leger 
and *Bahram won the “Triple 
Crown’’—the Two Thousand Guin- 
eas, the Derby and the St. Leger. 
Windsor Lad sired the unbeaten 
Windsor Slipper and this horse has 
done fairly well as a sire. *Bahram 
was imported into this country 
but prior to his exile from his 
native land he did well as a sire, 
among his issue were Big Game, un- 
beaten at two, winner of the Coven- 
try and Champagne Stakes, and at 
three the Champion Stakes and Two 
Thousand Guineas; Turkan winner 
of the Coventry Stakes, the York- 
shire St. Leger and second in the 
Derby; Persian Gulf, Golden Fawn, 
Birikan, Great Truth, The Druid, 
Mah Iran and other stake winners. 


Imported into this country, *Bah- 
ram was later exported to the Ar- 
gentine Republic, somewhat precipi- 
tately, it appears when it is consid- 
ered in 1947 *Bahram’s issue in this 
country won 80 races, earning $348,- 
926, entitling *Bahram to 17th place 
on the list of leading sires, while in 
1948 to the end of September, *Bah- 
ram’s issue in first monies only, 
earned $281,115, entitling *Bahram 
to ninth place on the list of sires. 

*Bahram’s son Turkan was the 
leading sire in Ireland in 1946, his 
daughter Linaria won the Irish 
Oaks, Ella Retford won the Irish 
1000 Guineas, his son Turkish Tune 
won the Aintree Derby. 


*Blenheim II began his stud life in 
France in 1931 at the Haras Marly 
la Ville, Seine et Oise, near Paris 
and remained there until he was 
purchased by an American syndicate 
organized by Arthur B. Hancock at 
the end of the 1936 stud season for 
approximately $225,000. While in 
France he sired *Mahmoud, winner 
of the Exeter, Richmond and Cham- 


‘ pagne Stakes at two and the Derby 


at three; Donatello II winner of all 
eight of his starts in Italy at two 
and three including the Italian Derby 
and was second in his remaining 
start, the Grand Prix de Paris, in a 
very roughly run race, the running 
of which be it added, did not enhance 
Donatello’s chances; Drap d’Or win- 
ner of the French 2000 Guineas and 
Blue Bear, winner of the French 
1000 Guineas. 


*Blenheim II’s stock first raced 
in this country in 1940 and from 
that year to and including 1947, 8 
seasons, he sired the winners of 872 
races, collectively they earned $3,- 
014,495. He was the leading sire in 
this country in 1941 when his oldest 
stock was three; he was second in 
1942, and 1943, fourth in 1947, 
eighth in 1945, ninth in 1944 and 
11th in 1946. 

*Blenheim II has sired in this 
country, five horses that have earn- 
ed in excess. of $100,000 each— 
Whirlaway $561,161; Fervent $329,- 
680; Thumbs Up $249,290; Jet 
Pilot $198,740 and Owner’s Choice 
$113,465. Two of them, Whirlaway 
and Jet Pilot won the Kentucky 
Derby—Whirlaway was the winner 
of the American counterpart of the 
“Triple Crown” the Kentucky Derby, 
the Preakness and the Belmont 
Stakes. 

*Blenheim II’s Derby winning son 
*Mahmoud has “followed in father’s 
footsteps” in the racing and breed- 
ing records in this country.

Reaction Sets In For Quality 





Efforts To Remove Poor Class of Horses 
Racing At New England Tracks Being 
Carried On By Lou Smith At Rockingham

Approaching the end of the New 
England season, it becomes obvious 
that, like virtually every other track 
of similar size and importance in it’s 
racing community, Rockingham Park 
is badly in need of fresh racing 
material if it is to continue to pros- 
per. Most popular races in the book 
with the horsemen there are the 
races for the cheaper horses, but 
not with the public. Whenever these 
cheaper races are programmed the 
handle drops sharply, indicating that 
the Down Easters no longer will bet 
on anything. 

All of which has Lou Smith, exec- 
utive manager of the Salem, N. H. 
track, watching this reaction with 
growing concern. Naturally, it is 
too late for him to do much of any 
thing about it at this time of the 
year, but the Rockingham Park exe- 
cutive is making plans to improve 
the situation for next year. 

There are so many bad-legged run- 
down horses hereabouts that the 
Steward’s List, the Vet’s List, and 
the Schooling List are appalling in 
their length. These horses are not 
fit to race, and are not permitted to 
race, but yet take up room that 
might well be used to quarter sound 
horses. 

For instance, one horseman ran 
three horses during a program re- 
cently. All three wound up on one 
list or the other. Yet that horse- 
man can’t be condemned too strongly 
because his money, or the money of 
his patrons, is tied up in these ani- 
mals and he is entitltd to a chance 
to get at least some part of it back. 
No doubt his mistake is that he is 
racing half-mile horses at a mile 
track. But what horseman isn’t in- 
clined to be too high on his horses? 

For self-protection another year 
Lou Smith plans to screen the horses 
now on the grounds at Rockingham 
Park. He will then write the own- 
ers of the stables consisting mostly 
of inferior stock two weeks before 
the end of the current meeting re- 
questing them not to-apply for stalls 
here another year. 

“Many of these fellows have been 
friends of mine for years and have 
raced with me most of the time,” 
said Lou recently “but I can’t go 
along with them indefinitely if they 
don’t improve their stock. The fans 
we get here at Rockingham Park are 
entitled to the best horses available 
for the purses offered and I intend 
to see that we have them another 
year”’. 

Smith hasn’t said so, but there are 
several stables who will be quietly 
asked not to apply for stalls at Rock- 
ingham Park for next year for rea- 
sons other than lack of quality hor- 
ses. Included will be several so-called 
“sambling stables.”” At least one 
turf writer has been conducting a 
campaign for their elimination from 
the local scene and several other 
writers are about to add their weight 
to his campaign. 

While some of these stables have 
good horses, Smith is convinced that 
they add nothing to»his programs 
because the public is rather wary of 
betting their horses because of rather 
obvious reasons. They have drifted 
into New England one by one over 
the years and have managed to re- 
main here by bringing political pres- 

sure to bear on the various associat- 
ions every year in order to obtain 
stalls. It will take a concerted ef- 
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fort on the part of the three major 
New England racing associations to 
eliminate them, but getting the three 
associations to combine their efforts 
for a good cause will not be as dif- 
ficult as it might have been several 
years ago because all three associat- 
ions are beginning to realize that 
they share similar problems. 

William Almy Jr. director of rac- 
ing at Suffolk Downs, made a valiant 
fight to eliminate several of the 
stables I have in mind from the Bos- 
ton scene this year, and he did eli- 
minate some, but he was not as suc- 
cessful as he would have liked to 
have been in his campaign. Doubt- 
less he will try again next season, 
but he will continue to labor under 
difficulties unless all three tracks 
get together and present a united 
front against these stables who are 
no credit to the sport, but have 
friends high in politics. 

For instance, in as least two of the 
New England states track manage- 
ments have been blocked in their 
efforts to eliminate ‘undesirable 
stables’’ by pressure which came 
directly from the offices if the gover- 
nors of those two states. Now it 
is quite possible that the chief exe- 
cutives themselves knew nothing 
about the pressure exerted by their 
underlings in in behalf of shadowy 
owners and trainers, but one can’t 
help wonder whether or not they 
did. In any case, the pressure was 
there and let me tell you this, that, 
contrary to anything you may have 
heard on the subject, it is a rare 
track executive who will tell the 
governor’s office to go fly a kite 
when subjected to pressure from that 
chamber.

This tourist, who has an instinct 
for these things, found all the 
Wrights and all the Jones that’s 
eight, altogether—in the Pimlico 
club house, drinking champagne, and 
declared himself in. 

“Hope we can do this again,” re- 
marked Plain Ben. 

“I think we will,” said Wright. 
“I’m an optimist. I think we’ll be 
back.”’ 

A lot of optimism that took! Cita- 
tion was over in his stall, snuffling 
in his oats. Nobody knows anything 
about the Calumet 2-year-olds. Five 
Bull Leas and four *Blenheim II’s 
are among the yearlings. At neces- 
sity either Jones can pull out of 
his sleeve a. horse named Fervent 
or Faultless or Coaltown. The situa- 
tion was far from hopeless.

LAUREL 

Assuming the lead when the lea- 
ders eliminated themselves at the 
9th brush, Shamrock Stable’s Lion 
Rampart won the steeplechase at 
Laurel Race Course on October 25 
in a common gallop as all but one 
of his opponents finished without a 
mishap. 

Mrs. Clare E. Adams’ Gift of Gold 
was 2nd, beaten about 40 lengths. 
John M. Schiff’s French jumper, 
*Pere Lachaise, who lost Jockey 
Albert Foot, also of France, at the 
9th jump, was remounted and finish- 
ed within the five-minute time limit 
to earn 3rd money. These were the 
horses of the 7 that started which 
completed the 13-jump layout. 

Jack Skinner trained the winner 
for his 3rd victory at the meeting. 
Jockey Peoples did the riding and 
the combination reported home in 
4.15 2-5 over the heavy track. 


Mrs. Colin McLeod’s Boomerang 
led until the Liverpool, the 5th 
jump. At that point, he lost Jockey 
J. Penrod and Martin Vogel, Jr.’s 
*Demas fell with Kenny Field. With 
these two out of the running, C. Mah- 
lon Kline’s Valiant took the lead 
with Gift of Gold, *Pere Lachaise, 
Port Raider and Lion Rampant 
furnishing the contention. At the 
7th brush, Mrs. L. E. Stoddard Jr.’s 
Port Raider, the choice, lost E. A. 
Russell. 

At the 9th, Valiant refused and 
*Pere Lachaise crashed into him. 
After this, Lion Rampant flashed to 
the front with Gift of Gold close up, 
But the latter made a bad landing 
at the 12th and Lion Rampant had 
things his own way thereafter.

If Paul Mellon’s big rangy Ameri- 
can Way can successfully add Pim- 
lico’s Manly Steeplechase Handicap 
to his already imposing list of victor- 
ies this season, he undoubtedly will 
be voted the top performer in the 
infield division of the sport. 

The Manly, due for decision on 
Wednesday, Nov. 10, is a three-mile 
affair and is the last jumping stake 
of the year at a recognized race 
meeting. 

American Way, a 6-year-old geld- 
ing by *Gino out of the Chance Shot 
mare, Sunchance, all but gained the 
distinction as the “head man” of 
hjs division when he scored hand- 
somely in the $15,000 Chevy Chase 
Steeplechase at 2 1-2 miles on Octo- 
ber 28, closing day of the 25-day 
meeting at the Laurel Race Course. 

Previous winner this year of the 
Georgetown at Delaware Park and 
the Grand National at Belmont Park, 
American Way was the easiest sort 
of winner of the Chevy Chase as 
Danny Marzani eased him at the 
finish to click by a length over 
Robert W. Grant’s Sun Bath, who 
was after his 2nd straight Chevy 
Chase victory. 

Third place went to Mrs. Stephen 
Cc. Clark, Jr.’s Trough Hill, part of 
a three-horse entry with American 
Way and Mellon’s Genancoke, who 
wound up 6th after cutting out in 
the early running. Trough Hill was 
4 lengths off Sun Bath and Mrs 
Corliss Sullivan’s The Heir took 4th 
another 5 lengths back. Miss Ella 
Widener’s Adaptable was next, fol- 
lowed by Genancoke and Auburn 
Farm’s Homogenize. Mrs. J. B. 
Ryan’s Cloonshee, an entry with 


Adaptable, lost E. A. Russell at the 
last brush while a distant trailer. 
Russell walked away uninjured. 


The three-horse entry was favored, 
The infield course was at its best 
and American Way set a new course 
record of 4.47 4-5, cutting 6 1-2 
seconds off the mark established last 
year by Sun Bath in the Chevy Chase. 
American Way’s victory in the 35th 
running of the stake was witnessed 
by 11,185 patrons who watched 
the proceedings under ideal weather 
conditions. He was co-top weight 
with The Heir at 148 pounds and 
picked up $12,850 to bring his sea- 
son’s total earnings to $53,425. 

Immediately after the running, S. 
Bryce Wing, vice-president of the 
Larel Race Course, presented a hand- 
some trophy to Mr. Mellon of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., who races under the 
nom de course Rokeby Stables and 
maintains a 2300-acre farm at Up- 
perville, Va. 


The disappointment of the race 


was Homogenize, the former plater 
who won races on the flat before 
turning to the jumping sport. The 


fellow had won two straight at 
Laurel, the latest victory coming in 
the Governor Ogle Steeplechase 
Handicap. 

The 4-year-old failed to seriously 
threaten at any stage of the 16- 
jump race and was knocked com- 
pletely out of contention after a bad 
landing at the 14th brush. 

The victory of American Way was 
a personal triumph for popular Jack 
Skinner, veteran steeplechase trainer 
from Middleburg, Va. “Smiling 
Jack”, through American Way’s 
score, tied Miss Judy Johnson as the 
leading infield conditioner at the 
Laurel meeting, each having four 
winners. 

American Way was restrained n 
3rd place as Sun Bath and Genan- 
coke cut out a swift pace for 2 turns 
of the course. The latter took a 
slight lead coming to the 12th brush 
but Sun Bath, after a bad landing at 
the 14th, recovered nicely to set 
the pace going into the upper turn 
the last time. 

His possession of the 
short-lived, however, as Marzani 
brought American Way up on the 
outside rounding the bend to be on 
top as the leaders straightened away 
for the final 3-16 of a mile. From 
that point on, he was drawing out 
and Marzani eased him in the last 
few yards. 

Trough Hill and The Heir rallied 
slightly after 2 miles. The latter 
might have been a little closer but 
for a bobble at the last jump. Adapt- 
able came up from last place as Gen- 
ancoke faded badly during the final 
half mile.

Farm’s brilliant Citation ‘‘walk-over’’ 
in the twelfth running of the Pim- 
lico Special.

Essex’ Race Meeting At Far Hills 





Timber Battle Between Big Mike and Royal 
Mission Features 27th New Jersey Hunt 
Cup As Grover Stephens Rides Winner 





Essex Fox Hounds 29th annual 
race meeting was held October 30 at 
Froh-Heim, Far Hills, N. J. Owners, 
trainers and spectators can well ap- 
preciate the exceptional layout of 
the course, ‘as there is never a time 
when the fields are out of sight. The 
steady stream of cars unloaded a 
hillside and infield full of people, 
but they were quick to respond when 
asked to move to make way for the 
next race. 

Out of the original entry of 12, 
nine horses went to the post for the 
27th running of The New Jersey 
Hunt Cup. Interest was keen as Bliss 
Flaccus’ Big Mike and L. L.. Chand- 
ler’s young rival, the 65-year-old 
Royal Mission were to have their 
first méeting since tht.former won at 
Rose Tree. The other entries were 
not overlooked but as alWays, the 
question was, would Big Mike stay 
in there and run? He had a new 
rider in Mr. E. H. Bennett and as 
they left the paddock, there was cer- 
tainly no indication that the geld- 
ing had any stopping thoughts in 
mind. 

Starter Harry Plumb got the field 
off to a good start and Mr. Grover 
Stephens and Royal Mission showed 
the way with Thomas Stokes’ Never 
Worry. H. O. Firor’s Argyll of 
Bellewood, (formerly known as Arg- 
yle-of-Belwood); Mrs. D. D. Odell’s 
*The Cardinal 2nd in his first outing 
over timber; Big Mike, Mrs. Sallie 
J. Sexton’s Refair, Miss Evelyn 
Thompson’s Ecnec, W. J. Clothier’s 
Pine Pep and John Strawbridge’s 
Erin Russell completing the field. 

Over the ist jump, the field swung 
left-handed by the woods and’ over 
the 2nd fence, Jockey R. Karlsson 
and *The Cardinal 2d were leading 
but the rider was in difficulty as 
he had lost an iron over the Ist 
jump. Still on top over the 3rd, 
*The Cardinal 2d lost his jockey. 
Around the turn of the flat track, 
Mr. S. Vipond and Ecnec had gone 

the front and over the 4th and 
up the hill behind the judges’ stand, 
Ecnec eontinued to lead as the field 
went along at a slow gallop. On 
the top of the hill was the 5th and 
it was still Ecnec with the others 
well bunched behind. Down hill 
the 6th and a swing slightly to the 
left along the road and over the 7th, 
Ecnec, Royal Mission, Big Mike and 
Never Worry were taking their time 
as they galloped along. 

Still in the same field, Mr. Step- 
hens had let Royal Mission pick up 
ground going down hill and led over 
the 8th with Big Mike 2nd and Ecnec 
3rd. - ‘ 

Left-handed and over the 9th and 
the first circle of the course was 
completed but the riders still had 
13 jumps and were not rushing. As 
they started over the course the 2nd 
time, which made the next jump the 
10th, Mr. Vipond again sent Ecnec 
to the front with Royal Mission and 
Big Mike in close. Jockey J. Bosley 
III had moved Pine Pep up into 4th. 
position. As the field jumped the 
10th, timber was heard breaking but 


* 
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it turned out to be a post and rail 
fence near the judges’ stand which 
had accumulated too many specta- 
tors. : 

The horses were moving along 
steadily as they came on around the 
course and back of the judges’ stand 
with Royal Mission again on top, 
Ecnec 2nd and Big Mike 3rd. Down 
the hill, Ecnec relinquished the lead 
he had picked up at the 15th and 
Royal Mission was again setting the 
pace. 

Picking up speed as they began 
the last stage of the race, Jockey 
Bosley urged Pine Pep on at the 
18th and the field raced toward the 
19th and all but one horse jumped 
through the gap made by a broken 
rail. Pine Pep was tincanning in 
front of the field over the 20th but 
Royal Mission was just ‘about a 
length behind and Ecnec and Big 
Mike were in close. Refair’s stirrup 
leather broke and Mr. D. Brewster 
was making a game effort to stay 
with his mount to complete the 
course. 

Over the 21st and toward the 22nd 
and last, the horses began to ex- 
pend some of their saved energy and 
it was Pine Pep, Erin Russell, Big 
Mike, Ecnec and Royal Mission close 
together and going all out toward

sell was thus moved up to 8rd with 
Ecnec 4th, Argyll of Bellewood 5th 
and Refair 6th.

There is only one more timber 
race during the Fall season and as 
that is two weeks hence, many things 
will come up but if Royal Mission 
and Big Mike go to the post, it will 
be quite a race. 

Maiden hurdlers started the part 
of the program which was run under 
the sanction of the N.S. & H. A. 
as the opening race on the card had 
been a farmers’ race. Nine entries 
went to the post and Allan M. Hirsh’s 
Swiggle, which had won 2 previous 
outings this season, went to the 
front. The hurdle course is in the

was out as she had fallen with the 
former show ring rider, E. Phelps, 
at the 21st. 

The tiring -Ecnec faded in the 
stretch, but there was still a race 
between Royal Mission and Big Mike 
and as they galloped over the finish 
line, Royal Mission had won by a 
neck, chalking up his 4th victory 
in 5 outings this Fall. Too, he is 
the only horse to defeat Big Mike 
this year when the latter had stayed 
in to finish a race. Pine Pep finish- 
ed 3rd but was disqualified for lug- 
ging out after the last fence and 
cutting off Erin Russell. Erin Rus- 
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BIG MIKE didn't stop but he wasn't able to take 
the measure of ROYAL MISSION as Mr. Stephens and My, 
Bennett finish 3/4's of a length apart.

infield inside part of the timber 
course and the field stays within the 
circle until the finish when they 
come to the outside to jump another 
hurdle and then go into the stretch. 
W. Wickes, Jr.’s Kaltain assumed 
a short-lived lead and then Jockey

H. Bostwick’s Gunboats which had 
slipped in the muddy going at Mon- 
mounth the previous week and was 
subsequently pulled up. i 

Over the 2nd hurdle, right across 
from the judges’ stand, Jockey H. 
Harris sent George Toomey’s Mc- 
Fonso to the front with *Mr. Man 
staying close with a small gap be- 
tween him and Allison Stern’s *Qui 
Va La. As they went at a fast clip 
around the turn and then straighten- 
ed out for the 3rd and over that hur- 
dle, *Mr. Man was making a bold 
attempt to get a second leg on the

cup. Around the far turn and back 
over what had been the Ist, *Mr.

Va La just off the pace but in the 
stretch the brown horse was moving 
fast and scored by a nose ahead of 
Dillsburg with Louis E. Stoddard, 
Jr.’s Rapier coming in for 3rd. 

At first it appeared as though 
several pairs of glasses would be 
needed for The Peapack, about 1 1-4 
miles on the flat. Twenty-one 
horses were entered but scratches 
cut the number of starters to 7 
which made it possible to handle the 
situation. 

There are numerous owner-trai- 
ners but G. H. Bostwick went to the 
post as owner-trainer-rider as he did 
the previous week at Monmouth 
When the flag was dropped, Mr. 
Bostwick had sent his Stunts off on 
top and at the quarter, it was still 
Stunts with J. M. Roebling’s Iron 
Curtain 2nd and Mrs. F. D. Gear- 
hart’s Dusty Light 3rd. At the half 
mile, Stunts was leading by a neck 
with Iron Curtain still right there 
with him and Montpelier’s Stiegel 
Glass replacing Dusky Light for 3rd. 
Stunts was leading by almost a 
length at the mile and Stiegel Glass 
had passed fron Curtain and was 
making his bid. Into the stretch it 
was still Stunts and he opened up a 
gap which Steigel Glass was un- 
able to close. C. M. Kline’s Socia- 
bility had improved his position to 
finish 3rd ahead if W. Wickes, Jr.’s 
Deep Six which had won his last 3 
outings.

Working Hunters Dominate 30th 
Annual Race Meeting of The Myopia 
Hunt Club At Willowdale

With the exception of war years, 
there have been races every Fall 
since 1911 at Willowdale in Hamil- 
ton, Mass. The dominant idea at that 
time was to have these races for 
the “working hunter’, and to avoid 
a serious training program. Though 
the race course is over a nice piece 
of the Myopia country, this thought 
in some years has been merely an 
idea. But this year due to the 
drought which kept the ground im- 
possibly hard, the races came near- 
er to sticking to their original goal 
than for many years, and the races 


could truthfully be called a “hunt 
meet”. Luckily “the rains came”’ 
just in time before the big day so 
that the horses were fit enough to 
give goud competitiun in spite of 
no track records being broken; the 


going was good, and the weather 
was real New England Indian Sum- 
mer. 

The Norfolk Hunt, the Millwood 
Hunt, the Quansett Hunt, «and the 
Groton Hunt were all invited to 
send entries for the races which 
were will filled, to say nothing of 
the joint hunt which started off the 
day. There were sixty horses in the 
Field for the latter which started at 
North Gate in Ipswich and finished 
at Mr. and Mrs. Sumner Pingree’s 
Flying Horse Farm in Hamilton for 
“tiffin’’. 

The Ladies’ Flat Race, about one- 
half mile, ‘horses to be the bona 
fide property of a member or sub- 
seriber to a recognized hunt’’, was 
the opening afternoon event. There 
were 6 entries, and Mrs. Heath 
Morse was the winner for the 2nd 
year in succession. She rode Seren- 
ade, a.small Texas-bred bay horse

belonging to Mrs. Sumner Pingree. 
Giving her a good race, however, 
was Miss Carroll Hall on Time Quest 
which came in 2nd. Miss Valerie 
Smith on Lano-Blanco came in 3rd. 

Next on the program, the Open 
Flat Race, had 10 starters. As they 
finished it was a question as to 
whether Micky Walsh’s Pinch Me or 
John J. Kelley’s Yankee Dollar, the 
favorite by the way, had won. The 
steward’s gave it to Pinch Me with 
Yankee Dollar 2nd, and J. Benabio’s 
Twin Kays 3rd. 

The third race, the Willowdale 
Cup, was a 3-mile steeplechase for 
Half-breds. It is interesting to note 
here, for the benefit of any Chron- 
icle readers who may in the past 
have ridden at Willowdale, that this 
cup was given in memory of Brad- 
ley W. Palmer who built the race 
course in 1911, and who owned the 
land over which it was laid until 
his death. The place was left by Mr. 
Palmer to the State of Massachus- 
setts as a game preserve and park 
with the provision that Myopia can 
always use it for their race meet- 
ings and hunting. 

Mr. Crockgr Snow on his wife’s 
Zray mare, Grazie, went out ahead 
over the ist jump, and stayed in 
the lead until the last jump when 
George Clement on Limerick came 
up and looked as if he was going to 
win the race; he and Mr. Snow 
fought it out down the stretch when 
at the last minute Bill McGuckin on 
Shawn Rhu appeared out of the no- 
where to beat them both with Grazie 
a close second and Limerick 3rd. A 
great deal of credit for a good race 
goes to Mr. McGuckin, M. F. H. at 
Groton because Shawn Rhu is 19

years old, and he saved her for the 
very end when she went by the 
other two horses like a 3-year-old! 
Credit also is due Mr. Snow (who 
was riding his first race and is ad- 
mittedly more of an aeronotics ex- 
pert than a race rider!) for setting a 
good hunting pace for a long 3 
miles. 


Six ladies went to the post to ride 
for The Sortwell Cup, a steeplechase 
of about 3 miles, horses to be ‘‘the 
property of a member or subscriber 
to a recognized hunt, and to have 
been hunted fairly and regularly in 
1947 and 1948’. Mrs. Sherman Bad- 
ger on her Cabby went out ahead 
with Miss Carol Hall on her father’s 
Victory Lad right behind her most 
of the way around the course. After 
the last jump (the 17th) Mrs. Crock- 
er Snow, who on her Pennant Prince 
had been pretty steadily riding about 
4th, made her bid. She sat down and 
really rode up the stretch going by 
the entire rest of the field to win 
by about 3 or 4 lengths from Cabby 
(winner in 1947) which was second 
and Victory Lad which was 3rd. It 
was a good day for Pat McCarthy, 
the trainer of Pennant Prince, whose 
Pine Grove Stables in Hamilton are 
an active centre of horse interest. 
His daughter, Helen Morse had won 
the first race on a horse he had 
trained, and Grazie which was 2nd 
in the Half-bred steeplechase was 
also McCarthy-trained. 


The final race of the day was the 
Mortimer Cup, a 3-mile steeplechase, 
“each horse to be the property of 
a member or subscriber to a reco- 
gnized hunt and hunted regularly 
in 1947 and 1948 and to be ridden 
by a member or subscriber to a re- 
cognized hunt or by their sons.”’ 
Fred. Winthrop on Lady Valerie 
went out ahead to set the pace most 
of the way around with “Bunny” 
Sears on Jack Claud and Paul Fox 
on Cottage Chat following him over 
the hill. Coming down to the water 
jump and ditch Johnny Grew on Hill 
Fox started to move up, and as they 
disappeared to go around the Hair- 
pin Turn they were running in that 
order. When they came back into 
sight, Hill Fox was leading and Jack 


Mickey Walsh's Pinch Me win- 
ning the open flat race. John Jd. 
Kelley's Yankee Dollar 2nd, and 
J. Benabio's Twin Katys 3rd. 
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Cloud riderless. They finished with 
Hill Fox ist, Cottage Chat 2nd, and 
Lady Valerie 3rd. The winning 
horse, owned and bred by Mr. Mal- 
colm Stone, was a very popular win 
as his rider, Johnny Grew, had won 
the Mortimer Cup race the year be- 
fore but because of the loss of his 
weight pad had been disqualified. 


It will also interest readers of The 
Chronicle to know that Mr. Albert C. 
Burrage rode at Willowdale this 
year in the Mortimer Cup. He (and 
this is written with his permission) 
rode his last race, and won, on Land 
Boy at the Country Club in 1929. 
Land Boy was the grand old chest- 
nut horse who belonged to the>tate 
Augustus F. Goodwin. Mr. Burrage 
went to the post this year one of 
the favorites, and he rode a good 
race as always, but his horse had 
been lame and he did not push him. 

Everyone was in complete agree- 
ment that in spite of the Harvard- 
Dartmouth game and other inter- 
ference the day had been most grati- 
fying. Mr. and Mrs. Francis P. Sears 
gave a tea afterwards for the pre- 
sentation of the cups. Before M. F. 
H. Fred Winthrop of Myopia made 
the presentations he thanked, as 
did everyone, Mrs. Richard C. 
Storey, Jr. who with her committee 
had been responsible for the endless 
details that go to make a day of the 
kind a success—a day of color and 
fun for the spectators and of good 
sport for the competitors.

Looking Over England’s 10 Leading Sires 





Bois Rousell Sire of 22 Winners of 39 
Races Contains Both Speed and Stamina 
To Make Most Attractive Bloodline 





Looking over the list of the ten 
leading sires of the season is an 
illuminating pastime. The fact is 
that only two sires, the imported 
Bois Rousell and Nearco, seem likely 
to get really high class produce 
capable of winning over a mile and a 
half or beyond. 

At the head stands the National 
Stud’s 9-year-old Big Game with 25 
winners of £38,245. Big Game, un- 
beaten as a 2-year-old, was the win- 
ner of eight races, including the 
wartime 2,000 Gns. His only defeat 
was when he was unplaced in the 
Derby to Watling Street. By *Bah- 
ram out of the very fast Myrobella, 
he had difficulty in getting over 10 
furlongs. This limitation has been 
handed on and he has failed to sire 
a true stayer. A very close second 
in the list, is the 13-year-old Near- 
co, bred in Italy by Signor Tesio. 
Nearco, himself the unbeaten win- 
ner of 14 races, up to the present 
time has sired 23 winners of 46 
races worth £38,067. Nearco is by 
the English Pharos, out of Nogara, 
by Havresac II out of Catnip by 
Spearmint, and he is capable of gett- 
ing high class stayers as long as 
the mares are strong in this quality. 
The only criticism of this fine stall- 
ion is that his stock are apt to deve- 
lop erratic tendencies in the form of 
failing to start or swerving violent- 
ly when under pressure. The two 
good fillies Masaka and Duplicity 
are guilty or these counts. 

Third comes the consistently suc- 
cessful 16-year-old Fair Trial with 
29 winners of 47 races, totalling 
£35,326 in prize money. He is by 
Fairway out of Lady Juror by Son- 
in-Law out of Josephine, the dam of 
Mumtaz Mahal. He was a top class 
miler and most of his offspring 
take after him. Close behind is the 
French sire Djebel, a remarkable

place for a horse that only had a 
few runners of which five were win- 
ners. Djebel is by Tourbillon out 
of Loika, by Gay Crusader out of 
Coeur a Coeur by *Teddy. He is 
without doubt the outstanding sire 
in Europe, and in this country alone 
has shown incredible’ versatility 
with his top class 2-year-old Corona- 
tion V, a useful sprinter in Clarion 
III, two first rate milers in My Babu 
and Djelal, and of course the Gold 
Cup winer Arbar. 

Then to my mind comes the most 
attractive sire available to breeders 
in this country, Bois Rousell, by Vat- 
out out of Plucky Liege by Spear- 
mint. He was bred in France by M. 
Volterra and has this year sired 
22 winners of 39 races, vaiue 
£33,005. His bloodline combines 
speed and stamina, and I believe he 
is the sire most likely to produce 
really good stayers. 

Next at the top of the twenty 
thousands comes Donatello II, the 
sire of Alycidon; followed by Owen 
Tudor, the sire of the very fast colt 
Abernant, and himself the winner 
of a wartime Derby and Gold Cup, 
showing stamina which so far he 
does not seem to have imparted to 
his stock. Then there is Rhodes 
Scholar, thanks to the success of 
Black Tarquin; Panorama, a great 
sire of sprinters; Hyperion; Gold 
Bridge (now dead); and a young 
fast becoming fashionable Irish sire, 
The Phoenix.

classes and ended up with the top 
jumper honors. All Afire was in 
three classes outside of the division 
and won all three of them. On Fri- 
day afternoon he had a round that 
was the closest to perfection that 
we have ever seen in a hunter class. 
This was in the handy working 
hunter event. He jumped _ every 
fence alike and beautifully, stand- 
ing back just right with his ears 
pricked up and even when he had 
to make that difficult turn when 
you jump in one side of the pen and 
then turn and jump out the same 
side he never got his head up or 
blinked an eye. It was rhythm and 
perfection. 

The handy class was one of the 
most interesting in the show and it 
brought out some outstanding per- 
formances. Vernon Cardy from Can- 
ada on his wonderful heavyweight, 
Time Square, had a round that one 
would believe was impossible for a 
big horse over so intricate a course 
and he placed 2nd. 

Ermine Coat was lapping the field 
in points for the conformation cham- 
pionship. It seemed as if every time 
we looked up he was standing at the 
top of the line of strip horses. He 
did not always have the top round 
but when you take that saddle off 
and stand him up and realize that 
40 per cent of the judging is on con- 
formation, quality and substance— 
well, that’s the answer. 

When Miss Betty Bosley rode into 
the ring on Ermine Coat for the 
corinthian class on Wednesday 
night, she with her top hat, swal- 
low-tail coat, and new yellow breech- 
es, and he with his perfect black 
dapples as large as dinner plates, 
the crowd just stared. Ermine Coat 
must have felt the striking appear- 
ance they made because he put in a 
round that was to be his best and 
most brilliant in the show and he 
won the class with no indecision 
left in anyone’s mind. 

QDlangollen Farms’ Safety Call 
was reserve to Ermine Coat. She 
didn’t win a class throughout the 
show, but through consistency and 
plenty of quality she was high in the 
ribbons in almost every conforma- 
tion class. Miss Ellie Wood Keith 
was up on this 5-year-old thorough- 
out the show and it was quite a fea- 
ther in poth of their caps when 
they beat some of the top conforma- 
tion horses in the country and plac- 
ed 2nd to Ermine Coat in the stake. 

One of the nicest classes and the 
only conformation class over fences 
in which Ermine Coat placed lower 
than 2nd was the ladies’ class. Miss 
Edith Ferguson on Vernon Cardy’s 
Gold Lode had an outstanding lady’s 
round and won the class. 

Another horse almost lapped the 
field in points at the show. This 
time in the working division. The 
little horse called Brandywine put 
in round after round that just 
couldn’t be beaten. This Timber Boy 
gelding has as much heart as you 
ean find in a horse. He can come 
into a fence, be right way back and 
jump from there. He goes rapidly in 
every class because that’s the only 
way he knows, but he proved his 
manners when he won the ladies’ 
working class and jumped around 
the pen and led over a fence in the 
handy class to come out with 4th. 

The working division was full of 
good performances. George Braun 
was part of two of them. On Tues- 
day afternoon he and _ “Sterling 
Smith’s Sombrero did a most com- 
mendable job in the middle and 
heavyweight working class. The 
working course had many turns in 
it, some short and some wide, and 
it included a tricky little white gate 
the last time around. George rode 
with long, almost dangling reins 
throughout the course, only turn- 
ing one hand on the turns to keep 
Sombrero from cutting too short. 
Almost all by himself Sombrero 
proved his manners, his way of go- 
ing, his ability, and won the class. 

George’s other event was the pair 
class. He was up again on Sombrero 
and paired with Mickey Walsh on 
another Smith horse, Margo. They 
started tandem over the first jump, 
switched leaders after the second 
and never stopped cantering. Over 
the last four fences they jumped 
abreast and from our side of the 
ring you couldn’t tell that there 
were two horses; their legs even 


moved together. No other pair even 
came close to this performance. 

In the working stake we watched 
a horse put in a particularily fine 


round and win the class. Not re- 
cognizing the horse we consulted 
our catalogue and found that it was 
Pennant parade owned by Mrs. 
Douglas Cleland. We looked at the 
rider and he looked familiar as did 
the owner’s name. It was Squadron 
Leader Cleland of the Canadian 
Army Team up on his wife’s horse. 
We had seen him go twice a day in 
the military classes in his blue 
RCAF uniform; a tweed coat and a 
felt hat make a lot of difference. 

In every green class in the show 
the Seven Stars Stable’s Flagshon 
was never out of the ribbons. Mickey 
Walsh rode this liver colored Flag 
Pole colt to six victories plus anoth- 
er half dozen lower honors. Mickey 
says he likes manners in his hunt- 
ers. He’s got them in Flagshon: man- 
ners plus quality, jumping ability, 
and a top way of moving. 

Jack Hicks up on another Rolling 
Rock horse was right behind Flag- 
shon all the way in the green divi- 
sions. The two horses ended up 
champion and reserve, respectively, 
in both the 3 and 4-year-old division 
and the open green division. The 
audience still hasn’t figured out 
what was going on when _ they 
brought the two’ colts in, pinned 
them champion and reserve in the 
young division, walked them out to 
the gate, took off their ribbons, 
brought them right back, and gave 
them another pair of ribbons for 
the open green division. 


In the international military 


classes it was Mexico just about all 
the way. They won every single 
event except one. They won the 3- 
day event, and they won the team 
of three event fer the President’s 
Perpetual trophy. Their balance and 
their hybrid seat derived from dres- 
sage and collection is amazing to 
watch. They seem to be always with 
their horse at exactly the right 
place over his center of gravity both 
during his approach and when he is 
over his fence. 

Their top horses are Arete and 
Resorte. In all the single events ex- 
cept the International Military touch 
and out which Lt. Lefrant and Mar- 
quis III of the French Army won on 
Thursday night, it was Col. Mariles, 
Mexican Army, on either Arete or 
Resorte. 

The Mexican team’s final low 
score after the three days was 5 
faults; France 56 faults; Canada 
65 1-8 faults. 

On Saturday evening the Mexicans 
sent in another team of three horses 
to win the President’s Perpetual 
Trophy. Capt. Uriza on MHatuey, 
Capt. Campero on Chihuahua, and 
Col. Mariles on Arete had the only 
clean round of the three teams. 
Some of the open jumping lads 
wanted to form a civilian team so 
that the boys from below the bor- 
der would have to jump for their 
ribbons because neither France nor 
Canada ever seriously threatened 
them. 

Besides the dash and color of the 
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military teams there was a blaze of 
scarlet twice a day as the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, 32 iden- 
tical horses strong, took over the 
arena. They executed precision drills 
and maneuvers that one would have 
thought was impossible to achieve 
on horseback. Every horse was the 
same size and color, every mounty 
the same height, every uniform, 
piece of tack, and brass immaculate. 
They add something to a show that 
you’ll find nowhere else. 

The Pennsylvania National this 
year was one of the greatest indoor 
horse shows that has ever been held. 
It was a working organization and 
it turned out a product, for 1948, 
that will never be forgotten in horse 
show annals.

Allowing that the market of next 
year will be lower than this year’s 
you still have a very good possibility 
of realizing an excellant return on 
your investment. Every one of the 
sires on the above list are in the de- 
sirable class and very few horsemen 
would pass up an opportunity to send 
a mare to any one of them provided 
they had a suitable mare. 

On the matter of potential in- 
come we could go a step further in 
the analysis. Proceeding on the 
theory that there is always adequate 
funds forthcoming for good stock, 
and asuming that each mare de- 
livered a foal next spring and that 
it grew to an average yearling by 
July of 1950, the income from the 
fourteen yearlings would approxi- 
mate $97,000. You could make 
money with that return. 

Well, so much for Elmendorf’s 
lot. They do not by any means have 
the only good one—but there’s is 
rather unique. The lot will not, of 
course, go to one person. But it 
would be interesting to see what 
would happen if some one person 
did try to buy it all. Buyers are 
peculiar. If it became apparent that 
some one person was after all of 
that particular group it is very like- 
ly that the prices would go up 
several notches. Which is what 
makes auction sales. And wouldn’t 
George Swinebroad have himself a 
picnic? 

Housing of the sales material will 
also present somewhat of a “‘picnic’’. 
The pre-sales accomodations can be 
fairly well controlled by permitting 
no horses to be brought to Keene- 
land until one day prior to their 
sale. The jam comes for stall space 
for those horses that have been sold. 
A buyer may purchase one or two 
head on the first day and have to 
hold them until perhaps the fifth 
or sixth day when he may buy a 
few more and want to ship all of 
them out together. To help the 
situation, arrangements have been 
made to quarter horses over at 
Tattersalls where they may await 
shipment to their new homes. But 
even so, Lexington may have a 
Thoroughbred in every garage before 
the sale ‘is over:
